"About a year ago we got notice 
from the state we would have to 
complete the plant. We employed an 
engineer who was associated with 
Hie engineer who drew up the or­ 
iginal plans.

We thought we could 
carry on with the old plans, which 
had been approved by the state, but 
they were 25 years old. and there had 
been many improvements in sewage 
treatm ent plants. 
’ The plans were changed for a 
plant which would have cost $82,000, 
but the state rejected these plans, 
and told us we would have to figure 
on a population of 10.000 by 1970. 
The engineers re-deuugned the plant, 
and new plans w’ere presented to the 
borough council a m onth ago, with a 
cost estimated to run $182,000. W ith 
the engineering, the plant will cost

“Cleaner Streets” 
“The council, within the last six or 
eight years has functioned without 
raising taxes, while costs have gone 
sky-high," Winebrenner said. “We've 
tried to meet demands. One was a 
street sweeper. Since we have had 
this sweeper, we have been able to 
clean the entire town twice since 
November. We used to do it twice a 
year. The business center is cleaned 
three times a week and the streets 
leading from the square once a 
week.” 
Mr. Winebrenner said the large 
num ber of persons coming to G ettys­ 
burg on Saturday nights leave the 
center section of the borough “very 
dirty” and he said thus part was 
cleaned every Sunday morning, be­ 
ginning at midnight. But, he said, 
automobiles parked all night ham ­ 
pered the work. The sweeper is 
forced to go around parked cars, 
he said. The cost of cleaning the 
streets with the sweeper is about 
one-third of the cost of doing it 
by hand labor, he added.

Harry Darby of Kansas, one of 
Scott’s chief supporters in the bit 
terest fight to split the Republican 
party since the Bull Moose move­ 
ment of 1912, told a reporter things 
are a lot better than they look on 
the surface. 
"I think he’ll do a swell job and 
all of this will be forgotten,” Darby 
declared. 
But Brown, a supporter of Bena

Gives Warning On 
Anthracite Outlook 


Philadelphia, Jan. 28 (AV Em­ 
ploy es of the Philadelphia and Read­ 
ing Coal and Iron company have 
been told that the anthracite out­ 
look for 1949 is not good. 
Pointing out that the Industry has 
well over 1,000,000 tons of cool in 
storage, Vice President O. A. Rocs 
told workers yesterday: “All we have 
had so far is topcoat weather and 
you know full well we can't sell 
much coal in that kind of weather.” 
The company’s management also 
pointed out that another danger to 
the hard coal Industry Is the Inva­ 
sion of oil burners and bottled gas 
Into the anthracite area. 
It said loss of markets to competi­ 
tive fuels will bring about reduced 
working time in the eastern Penn­ 
sylvania mines and local business 
will suffer along with everyone else.

“We will have to read the briefs,” 
commented President Judge J. Paul 
Rupp at the end of dav-long argu­ 
m ent on the merits and dem erits of 
the law 
Opposing attorneys dis­ 
agreed sharply on the m eaning of 
specific provisions. 
It imposes a one-cent tax on every 
12 ounces of bottled soft drinks and 
a half-cent on every ounce of syrup 
used for fountain drinks. 
Claimed I'fieonstitutional 
The biggest difference developed 
over whether out-of-state syrup and 
soft drink m anufacturers are re­ 
quired to buy state tax stam ps and 
put them on their products before I 


they are shipped into Pennsylvania. 
E Russell Shockley, former deputy 
general and counsel for Coca Cola 
and Pepsi Cola bottlers, insisted the 
law required purchase of stamps and 
said this was in "flagrant violation 
of the inter state commerce clause 
of the Federal constitution.” 
David Fuoss, deputy attorney gen­ 
eral, on the other hand, told the 
court that this section was merely 
permissive and th at the law only hit 
transactions of importers, bottlers 
and m anufacturers within Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
Judge Comments 
"I have trouble in this case at this 
point,” commented Judge Rupp. "A 
bottler is not even allowed to re ­ 
ceive syrup unless it has the <ta*> 
seal on it. It reaches out to a pro­ 
cess across the state line.”
